Yesterday 
overcoats could be worn withcut discom- 
tort and blankets were in demand last 
night.

PETROGRAD, July 4, via London, 
July 5.—The official communication is- 
sued by the War Office today says that 
yn Iriday a Russian submarine blew up 
a German warship of the Deutschland 
class, Which Was steaming at the head 
of a Gérman squadron at the entrance 
of Danzig Bay. Of this encounter the 
statement says: | 

“On Friday, at the entrance of Dan- 
zig Bay, a submarine with two torpe- 
does blew up a German warship of the 
Deutschland class, which was steaming 
at the head of a German squadron. 
“One of our destroyers rammed a Ger- 
man submarine which was attempting 
to approach our warships. The sub- 
marine failed to reappear on the sur- 
face. Our destroyer suffered sligh: 
damage in the collision.®

Dr. Guy Cleghorn, the jail physician, 
was summoned early to Holt’s cell. The 
physici-n examined | Holt thoroughly 
and foun? that his injurics were graver 
Fivow at first thought.

con s indisposition This was due, Ir. 
Cleghorn said, to the great quantity of 
blood which Holt had lost from che 
| wound over his eye. 

Wound Still Is Bleeding. 

Two stitches had been taken in this 
wound, but the flow of. blood was not 
entirely checked. When the woind was 
dressed today it still evinced a tendency 
‘o bleed and all possible efforts were 
made te prevent a further loss of 
tlood. In addition Holt suffered a 
blackened eye, his shoulder was s&¢- 
verely wrencned and be received a pow- 
erful blow in the stomach which Ieft a 
mark that has turned black and biue. 

“Holt is very sick,” Dr. Cleghorn 
said, “sick physically and mentally. He 
1s appirertly erhausted and is unalbic 
to answer questions.” 

Sheriff Grifenhasen of New Yorx 
County came here today to question the 
prisoner. He stayed only a short tine 
in Holt’s cell. When ne left the jal: 
Sheriff Grifenhagen said that he did 
not see how Holt could be taken: into 
court Wednesday, the day to which his 
«xamin-ztion was adjourned Saturda:. 
With the knowledge that his wounds 
were less grave than the doctors had 
first feared, Mr. Morgan rested com- 
fortably at his "home, Hast Isle, during 
the night, awoke much refreshed and 
seemed cheerful. The X-ray examina- 
tion of yesterday had dispelled fears 
that one of the two bullets had entered 
the abdomen or shattered a bone. Both 
bullets passed through the muscles of 
the hip and out through his clothing. 
The only possible danger, it was assert- 
*d was from blood poisoning and this 
grew less with cach succeeding hour. 


Out of Danger. Bulletin Says. 
The physicians therefore felt justi- 


red in telling. Mr, Morgan's family, 
nfter their examination of him today, 
that he was out of all danger. For pub- 
tteation, they issued the following bul- 
letin: 

“The patient he«d a restful night. His 
temperature and pulse are normal. His 
general condition is most favorable. We 
consider him practically out of dan- 
ger” 

One of the things that Sheriff Grifer- 
hagen warted to clear up, if possible, 
was whether Holt had been involve’ tn 
the alleged murcer of Mrs. Erich Mren- 
ter in 196. Muenter disappeared from 
Harvard University after his wife nad 
died, it was charged, of poisoning. He 
was never found. Fermer acquaint- 
ances of Muenier in Chicaco have es- 
serted that pictures of Holt showed 
marked reseinblance to the man they 
knew as Muenter. These pictures of 
Holt, taken after the shooting of Mr. 
Morgar, showed him with a bardaze 
over his head and this. it was said, 
somewhat handicapped their efforts to 
identify him positively. 

There were also, it was said, many 
striking similarities in the known hi«- 
tory of Holt and that of Muenter, and. 
in addition, many points yet to be toll 
to the police about Holt’s life. One of 
these points, it was said, related ts 
Hoit's whereabouts in 1996, the year cf 
the alleged murder. é'

Morgan Home Guarded. 

The Morgan home has been closely 
guarded since the shooting. The only 
way of getting to the estate is by & 
bridge, at which men armed with re- 
volvers stand all day and other men 
armed with shotguns watch at night. 
Detectives also watched every incoming 
train at Glencove. At 1:30 p. m. a Ger- 
man rode up to the bridge on a bicycle 
and demanded to see Mr. Morgan. When 
he was told he could not go to the house 
he rode away. 

Two young Germans alighted from a 
train at the Glencove station at 4 p. m. 
and inquired from a taxi owner what he 
would charge to drive them to the Mor- 
gan home. They said the price was 
too much, and they would walk. They 
were followed to within a third of a mile 
of the house, where they disappeared 
over a fence into a clump of Wotd@ 
Supt. McGregor of the Morgan éstété 
searched until dark, but could co 
trace of them. 

F. Worthington Hine, whose river 
ts president of the First National 
and who has an estate at Locust Val- 
ley, about a mile from the Morgan 
home, reported to the police that while 
a dance was being given at his home 
three men attempted to ciimb into an 
upper window, shortly after midnight 
Sunday morning. One of them fell and 
dragged the others down with him. 

The guests heard the commotion, an4 
Mr. Hine, with W. A. Kelley and Don- 
ald Bayne, chased them down the road 
in one of the Hine automobiles. When 
the auto skidded and went through a 
fence the men escaped. Hine said he 
attached significance to the incident be- 
cause of the fact that he owns the Key- 
stone Powder Works, a large producer 


of dynamite.

The papers must have had 
plenty of them. 

“How terrible it all looks now, 
and how different from my plans. 
What can I say to console you and 
the family? This is too much—all 
at once. My heart and brain are in 
such agony that words cannot ex- 
press. I.fear that you wish to come 
here, but I hope you will not do 
that.

Details of Contract Entered Into 
by the Hargadine-McKittrick 
Dry Goods Co. 


DEPOSITIONS TO BE TAKEN 


Witnesses to Be Asked Regard- 
ing the Obligations That 
Wrecked Business. 


Depositions probably will be taken thie 
week in the receivership suit of Peter F. 
Byrne against the Hargadine-McKittrick 
Dry Goods Cu. A Federal Judge is ¢x- 
petted in St. Loius tomorrow, and it is 
probable that an order will be asked au- 


thorizing the taking of testimony to sup- 
port the charges made by Byrne in his 
petition. 

The witnesses likely will be interro- 
gatéd upon a contract entered into Nov. 
24, 1911, between Thomas H. McKittrick, 
as party of the first part, the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co., as party 
of the second part, and Robert McKit- 
triék Jones and John D. Filley, syndicate 
managers of the Railway Exchange 
Building syndicate, as parties of the 
¢hird part. This contract related to the 
conditions upon which the 21-story Rail- 
way Exchange Building was to be erect- 
ed; and the obligations of the three par- 
cfes. The erection of the Kallway f&x- 
change Bullding resulted in wrecking 
the dry goods company. 

The contract stated that Thomas H. 
McKittrick controlled the leasehold es- 
tates for an average of 95 years, cover- 
ing all of the lots of City Block 128, hav- 
ing acquired them for the purpose of 
erecting a department store and office 
building thereon. 

Contracts 

It was then recited: that 
lad entered into a contract with the 
May Department Stores Co. for the 
basement and seven floors of the build- 
ing, and also made arrangements with 
the Missouri. Pacific, Wabash, Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas and the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway companies for

5000 CITIZENS, NEW AND OLD, 
APPLAUD PATRIOTIC WORDS 


Enthusiasm Aroused at Coliseum by Utterances 
of Clark, Major, Francis and Tolkacz Ad- 
dressed to the Newly Naturalized. 


The reception arranged by the City of 
St. Louis to newly naturalized citizens at 
the Coliseum yesterday afternoon was 
attended by about 3000 men and women 
who listened attentively to speakers and 
showed much enthusiasm over the pa- 
triotic utterances. The roof of the Coli- 
seum was almost concealed by the 
largest American flag ever made, 150x70 
feet in size, while small American flags 
were pinned upon each person upon en- 
tering the auditorium. 

There was considerable delay at the 
«pening, as the committee in charge had 
received a telegram from Speaker Champ 
Clark, stating that the train he was 
uboard on his way from Jefferson City 
was 55 minutes late. It was hoped that 
by retarding the exercises the Speaker 
would arrive before their close but later 
it was found that he was going to reach 
the city at so late an hour that it was 
impracticable to try to Rold the audience 
for him. His speech, which had been 
mailed by him several days,.ago, was 
read by Selden P. Spencer, who presided. 

Welcomed by Tolcacz. 
Director of Public Welfare Tolkacz 
welcomed the new citizens on behalf of 
Mayor Kiel, who was out of the city, in 
introducing the Public Welfare Director 
the chairman said that Tolkacz had 
come from Poland 48 vears ago and 
pointed out that his successful career iI- 
lustrated the opportunities for advance- 
ment in this country. 

Tolkacz said that he wished to invite 
the new citizens to join in the move- 
ment to make St. Louis the healthiest, 
most beautiful, most prosperous city in 
America. He said the Board of Edu- 
cation should have the duties of citizen- 
ship taught in the public schools. The 
new citizens were urged to ‘‘wear the 
flag in your heart and make every day 
a Fourth of July.” 

Gov. Major, who followed Talkacz, 
said that of all the nationalities going 
to make up the republic from the time 
of its birth, none had ever wavered in 
loyalty to America. He said that every 
man here must remember he is a 
“Prince of the Blood.” 

All Are Equal, Governor Says. 

“You came to America,’’ he continued, 
‘“hecause no other country offered such 
opportunities. Remember, you swore al- 
legiance’to no man nor set of men, but 
to the Constitution. You stand here 
upon an equality with any other man. 
‘“‘As chief executive of this State I have 
no nationality in making up my appoint- 
ments. I have selected men of English, 
German, Italian, French ard other de- 
scents to ald in the State Government. 
You may think this reception founded 
upon sentiment. If that is so then it is 
founded upon the strongest of human 
emotions and human ties. 

“You are in a great position to ald us. 
Old factions can never see any good in 
each other, but you come unbiased by 
factional relations and I can tell you 
that your advice regarding our Govern- 
nent will be given close attention. Add 
your knowledge and principles to ours.” 
Former Gov. Francis assured the new 


citizens that there was no ulterior pur- | 


pose behind the plan. for the reception. 

“Those who planned this gathering,” 
he added,” simply wished to impress 
upon’ you new citizens what citizenship 
means and also to impress upon all na- 
tive citizens a better idea of their privi- 
leges.’’ 

He said that while in company with 
Gov. Stuart of Virginia, who was in St. 
Louls Saturday night, he heard the Vir- 
ginian tell of being obliged thus to coun- 
sel his son against asking pointed ques- 
tions of visitors: 

‘“‘My son, it is an Indiscretion if not 
an offense to ask a guest where he is 
from. If he is from Virginia he will tell 
vou so—if he is not, there is no need tu 
humiliate him.”’ 

Francis said that In the same manner 
he did not care from what part of the 
world the new citizens came from, but 
he was certain they would let everyone 
know they are Americans. 

No Hyphen Wanted, Says Francis, 

“The world,’ Francis said, ‘‘is small- 
er today than ever before. Nations 
are reaching out for more territory, but 
America rests easv. The Monroe doc- 
tine that no foreign power shall in- 
crease its territory in the western hemi- 
sphere is respected by all nations. 
America stands for no government with- 
out the consent .of the people involved. 

“IT cannot understand how any citizen 
of five years’ or’even of onfte year's 
standing can .esitate as to his alle- 
glance to America. The present war is 
rot a war of peoples, but is simply a 
war of nations in which America is not 
concérned directly. We do not want any 
hyphenated citizens here.’’ 

The address of Speaker. Clark, 
read, was, in part, as follows: 

“None of us for one moment should 
forget that waving flags, brass bands. 
enthusiastic processions, patriotic ora- 
tory, soul-stirring songs, do not consti- 
tute the whole duty of American citi- 
zens. A man to be worthy of that 
proud name must be a good, industri- 
ous, patriotic man every day out of the 
365. 

No Dual Allegiance, Clark Declares. 

‘‘Remember that no man can bear al- 
legiance to two countries at the same 
time. The idea of a double allegiance is 
not only preposterous; it’ is monstrous, 
a moral and mental impossibility. We 
have it upon the highest authority that 
no man can serve two masters. Yoii 
must be all the one thing or the other— 
all American in heart and soul, or some- 
thing else. Having put your hands to 
the plow by taking the oath of ai- 
legiance to the United States of America, 
there is no looking back: but you must 
go forward with us to our: splendid 
destiny.”

Progress was made last week toward

En- 
thusiasm is quickened not only by the 
manifest need of help in larger volume 
than in 1914 or other previous years, 
but by the satisfaction experienced in 
the knowledge of beneficent accomplish- 
ment. It is the latter fact that com- 
mends itself most strongly to parents of 
the little workers for the babies as well 
as to the Post-Dispatch. 

The 1915 Fund's supporters already in- 
clude scores of recruits, and the mem- 
bership roll is being added to daily. But 
it cannot be increased too much. There 
is @ worthy call for every dollar that 
can be collected for the furnishing of 
pure milk and free ice to babies whose 
lives depend upon these articles. There 
are more infants requiring them this 
year than any other since the aggres- 
sively conducted organization came into 
being 10 years ago. 

The Post-Dispatch urges, therefore, 
that every boy and girl enlisted in the 
campaign not only exert themselves to 
Sreater extent in raising money. but en- 
deavor to bring additional children intwu 
the work. Doubling the army is not a 
difficult ufdertaking if the purpose to 
do so among the present workers be 
given practical direction. Each boy ard 
gir! has a friend who has hitherto been 
inactive in the cause, and to enlist them 
will call for nothing more than solicita- 
tion, with a word of explanation as tu 
the character of the mission.

‘Many wish we had stayed there,” 
he said. “‘We illustrate what a Ken- 
tuckian may become if snatched early 
enough and planted in the rich soil of 
Missouri. 

“It is fitting we should celebrate the 
Fourth of July. On this day our fore- 
fathers set in motion a principle that 
has revolutionized the world. Thev 
leavened the mass of humanity. There 
are essentially two things in the Con- 
stitution, one that all men are created 
equal, and, second, that all government 
derives its power from the consent of 
the governed. The first does not mean 
that all men will be six feet in height 
or all blond, but that every child is 
born with the same political rights as 
all others. 

“The five drafters of our Constitution 
were five of the most remarkable men 
the country has produced, but the 
fame of all the rest has been swallowed 
up by the fame of Jefferson. 


Louistana Purchase.

Not one of the South Amcr- 
ican republics would have endured six 
months but for the United States. When 
European nations wanted to grab the 
South American countries, they first 
took a look at the .United States and 
then at the Monroe doctrine. 

Defines Monroe Doctrine. 

Speaker Clark defined the Monroe doc- 
trine as it was given to the world by 
President Monroe. It originally stated 
that any attempt of European nations 
to gain a foothold in America would be 
regarded as an unfriendly act. ‘But 
we are not so modest now,’ Speaker 
Clark said. ‘‘We say to Europe: ‘Don't 
touch South America, lest you die.’ 

“While we were busy fighting among 
curselves, during the Civil War, Na- 
poleon sent Maximilian to Mexico to set 
up a Government. The day we quit 
fighting, Lincoln’s Secretary of State, 
Seward, sent a message to Napoleon, 
telling him to get out of Mexico, and he 
got.”’

Scoggin has not attempted to give 
bond and will remain in jail until he can 
fnd his brother, who is traveling in the 
West. He has not retained an attorney, 
as he says he will tell everything and 
will not need counsel. 

When seen this morning, Scoggin did 
not deny the truth of the general 
charge against him, but said the amount 
was not as much as $30,000. He would 
not say what period his peculations had 
covered or what he had done with the 
money. He is alleged to have embezzled 
the money at about the rate of $500 a 
month. 

Scoggin is 26 years old, married and 
has one child. His wife and child are 
visiting in Texas. He has not specu- 
lated, so far as is known. He is alleged 
to have covered up his irregularities at 
the hank by removing leaves from a 
loose-leaf ledger.

HUERTA EXPECTED 
10 TRY 10 GIVE 
BAIL TOMORROW 


Former Dictator of Mexico and 
Five of His Associates Still 
Held in El Paso Jail. 


El, PASO, Tex., July 5.—Gen. Vic- 
toranio Huerta and three of his for- 
mer Mexican generals and two mem- 
bers of the personal party of the 


former Mexican executive still are 
in jail here on charges of conspiracy 
to violate the neutrality laws in at- 
tempting to launch a revolutionary 
movement in Mexico and it is under- 
stood an effort will be made to pro- 
vide bond for them tomorrow. 

Whether the developments of the 
last week mean the abandonment of 
a new revolutionary movement has 
created a division of opinion, even 
among those characterized as Huerta’s 
adherents. Certain of those close to 
Huerta are quoted as saying that his 
arrest has merely delayed action, but 
others equally close have declared 
that any organized move has been 
indefinitely postponed. 

That Pascual Orozco, who escaped 
from his guards Saturday morning, 
has sueceeded in getting across the 
international boundary is conceded by 
almost all of the American authorities 
and only a half-hearted search for 
him on this side is being conducted. 
He is reported to have joined a small 
party of his followers east of Juarez 
and from his camp across the river 
to have sent out for his partisans 
to join him in an attempt to wrest 
Juarez from Villa's garrison. 

A few of Huerta’s friends expressed 
their disapproval of Orozco’s plan, 
Saying that even if he should be able 
to retake Juarez, such an act would 
be useless, since it would place him 
in a position where Villa would be 
in front of him to the south and the 
American border behind him. 

It is known that considerable quan- 
tity of ammunition and guns have 
been smuggled across the line, but 
not nearly enough to justify the be- 
ginning of a serious campaign, 

American observers are in¢élined to 
belleve that with the exception of a 
possible movement by Orozco, there 
will be no independent action until 
Huerta is free from restraint. 

Huerta Near Murderer’s Cell. 

Huerta saw very few people yestar- 
day. To a correspondent she did pot 
complain of his lot, though his bed 
was but a cot and he is domiciled next 
to Juan Guaderrama, a Mexican held 
on the charge of murder. 

“Welcome to my castle,” said Huetra 
to the correspondent, with a dry smile. 
“I did not know when I dined with. 
the newspaper men last week that I 
would receive them so soon in a place 
like this, but’’— and he shrugged his 
shoulders—"'it will not always be this 
way.” 

“IT had expected to attend the Fourth 
of July celebration and I think I would 
have enjoyed it, but they prevented 
me,’ he continued. 

“This reminds me of the Fourth ef 
July three years ago. How things can 
change in a short time. On the Fourth 
of- July, 1912, I was in command of 14,- 
(OO men, the biggest army cver gathered 
in Mexico under one commander. ‘o- 
day I am in jail in a foreign country, 
for what? I don’t know, they do not 
tell me; I ask for a trial, they deny it 
to me. 

“Tl vividly remember the Fourth of 
July three years ago, because of a joke 
I played on Capt. Burnside of the Unit- 
ed States army. He was the American 
military attache to my army when I 
was fighting the Orozco forces, ana 
Francisco Madero was President. On 
the night of July 3 I asked Capt. Burn- 
side if he knew what tomorrow meant? 
He said no. I suppose he thought I 
was referring to some military move- 
ment I was to make. I replied that I 
would let him know the next day. Tiat 
night at one minute to midaight I sent 
500 drummers and fifers to serenade him 
with ‘America.’ At daylight I sent a 
band to play the same piece, and 
throughout the day I kept’ sending 
bands to serenade the Captain, all of 
them’ playing ‘America.’ 

“I fought hard for Madero; I fouglit 
my friends, Orozco and others, because 
I belonged to the army of the country, 
and Madero was our President. Because 
of indiscretions, Madero was arrested bv 
those opposed to his Government. Ho 
wag killed in a street riot while being 
removed from the palace. I was elected 
by Madero’s Congress as _ provisionr] 
President of Mexico. I accepted; I pro- 
tected foreigners; I fought hard to pre- 
serve the integrity of Mexico as long ‘s 
I could get money. 

Denies He Is an Assassin. 

‘The American Government's Ambas:- 
@ador knew all the circumstances. He 
knows that I did what was best for 
Mexico. He knows that I am not guilt 
of assassination. The American people 
plame me for the flag incident at Tani- 
pico. I was in the City of Mexico. Did 
the military commander of any other 
country ever make a similar demonstra- 
tion? Can't all men make mistakes’? 

“Yet it was assumed that I had or- 
dered the affront. Time will tell the 
truth. I blame nobody, but circum- 
stances will change, justice will come. 
Mexico will be redeemed from bandits 
and self-seeking pillagers some day."

O'Donovan Rossa was an educated man with an 
fron will, which all the tortures he was submit- 
ted to in prison could not break down his indom- 
itable courage. 

Evidently you have never read any of the poems 
written by Rossa. One in particular I will call 
your attention to entitled, “Jileen Andy,” de- 
ecribing the coffinless burial of the widow of 
Andy Hayes, the year of the famine of Black 


. Forty-seven, a weaver who worked in his fathers 


mill in the town of Rosscarberry County, Cork, 
Ireland. Any Irish man or woman who ever read 
this poem never forgot the scenes enacted at that 
burial. Another of his poems I would refer you 
to is, “My Prison Chamber Is Iron Lined,” written 
ir. the biack hole of Chatham Prison. 

O’Donovan Rossa’s memory will be honored 
and respected, as the memories of Emmett, Tone, 
Shears, Davis and Mitchell, and whatever the 
writer of the editorial may think, Irishmen the 
world over will look up to him as one of the men 
who “fought the good fight” in a lost cause, but 
who always stuck to the principle that Ireland 
must be a nation among nations of the earth. 

In conclusion I will say: “O'Donovan Rossa was 
not a felon; his only crime committed was banding 
together with his fellow Irishmen to free his 
country from the domination of a foreign ruler, 
as the Amertoan Colonies did in the year 1776.

| THE LAND OF SECURITY. 

| Buropeans have never known any such sense ot 
security against war’s horrors as Americans have 
always enjoyed. The menace of war has hung 
over the continent like a dark cloud always. 
Europeans could make no plans for the future not 
contingent upon this dire possibility. 

Nobody knew when the blow might fall. All 
felt it might fall any day, and that it certainly 
would fall some day. They have been regimented 
and heavily taxed to prepare against that day. 
They have been taught to suspect and dislike each 
other, across national boundaries, so that when 
the day should come their cultivated antagonisms 
would make them readier instruments in the hands 
of the ruling castes. 

This has been true of all the European countries, 
excepting only a few of the smaller ones, which 
could not hope to enlarge their “places in the 
sun”; which, as they well knew, existed by suffer- 
ance of their more powerful neighbors, as buffer 
states. 

Here in free America a hundred millions of the 
most fortunate human beings ever born upon 
earth have had exemption from that obsessing 
dread; so completely, indeed, that we have not 
even realized more than remotely the blessing of 
that exemption. Its value is now more plainly 
apparent. 

As individuals and collectively, we Americans 
have our own troubles, our personal and social 
problems to be solved by industry, by thrift, by 
mutual forbearance, by maintenance of our ideal 
of exact justice between equal citizens. But we 
have not, in addition to these tasks, to sustain 
the constant dread of armed invasion, sons slain 
in battle, homes wrecked, hopes blasted, fortunes 
wasted—the galling burdens of an alien conquer- 
or’s yoke. 

No man today can say with certainty whether, 
as a result of Europe’s conflict, this country here- 
after can best maintain its past and present sense 
of security by creating and maintaining a mighty 
defensive war fleet, or by uniting with the Powers 
of a chastened Europe in a world-wide league for 
peace, sharing the cost of an international police 
force. 

What we do know, beyond argument, is that this 
sense of security is beyond price; that, in one way 
‘r another, it must be perpetuated. 
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PURELY ROMANTIC. 

Now comes an aviator and complains to the 
court:that a pork packer stole his wife’s affec- 
tions. Nothing less than $100,000 will compensate 
the aviator for the loss. 

May we express innocent wonder at the re- 
freshing romance we perceive under the surface of 
seeming sordidness? Who would have suspected 
that an aviator who might be hired to frolic with 
death in the air for the amusement of a picnic 
could care $100,000 worth for the affections of an 
earthly person? Yet it cannot be said that he 
did not love the lady in question better than his 
life. 

On the other hand, it is surprising to discover 
romance preferring a plain pork packer to a po- 
etic and soaring bird-man. Usually romance takes 
the opposite turn. The instance is one more 
proof that romance is governed by no rules and 
that courts are needed for its occasional correc- 
tion. 
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THAT RUSSIAN NAVAL VIOTORY. 
A Russian victory on the seas is a most unex- 
pected turn of war. That.a Russian squadron of 
whatever size has destroyed and crippled several 
German warships in the Baltic is almost as hard 
te believe as that the Chinese navy had per- 
formed a similar feat upon the ships of Japan. 
The remarkable story of the Russian naval vic- 
tory came from official sources at Petrograd, and 
it will prove even more surprising when it is 
fully confirmed from Berlin.

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GERMANY GETTING AMERICAN ARMAMENT 
The controversy as to the fairness of permitting 
the allies to buy arms and ammunition in the 
United States goes merrily on, those who advocate 
an embargo assuming that Germany is getting no 
war material from America. 

But the Philadelphia Record states that a 
Waterbury dispatch says that 10 per cent of the 
war material made in that town is shipped to Ger- 
many. Hartford reports that 12 per cent of the 
Colt company’s product since the beginning of the 
war has gone to Germany. Bridgeport says that 
15 per cent of the arms and ammunition it has 
been manufacturing since the beginning of the 
war has been bought and paid for by Germany. 
One manufacturer is quoted as saying: “I am 
told that Germany is experiencing little difficulty 
in getting South American shipments through 
Amsterdam and Copenhagen. Possibly she is get- 
ting some through Greece. There has been no 
perceptible diminution in shipments from Bridge- 
port, supposedly for Germany, since Italy entered 
the war.”’ 

In the nine months ending with March of this 
year, American exports to the neutral countries 
in Europe aggregated $404,000,000, as compared 
with $173,000,000 for the same period in 1914. As 
we were still exporting goods direct to neutrals, 
practically without hindrance from Germany, it 
is evident that the German-Austrian alliance must 
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indirectly. For example, our imports to Denmark 
for the nine months jumped from 12 to 63 mil- 
lions, and to the Netherlands from 84 to 101 
millions. And both these countries are at the 
German gateway. Trade is trade, and if Germany 
got none of this increase, the laws of trade must 
have been mysteriously abrogated. 

Germany is neither being starved nor deprived 
of the power to continue the war. Why should 
we change international law and offend all of 
Germany's enemies.to give her a preponderating 
advantage?

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WHAT TO DO WITH THE BOY. 
With the vacation melting away, this question 
obsesses many a parent, and imperiously demands 
a solution. As the life paths are unyielding ruts, 
an error in the choice not infrequently points to 
the junk pile of humanity. : 
Five main paths debouch from boyhood—the 
professions, the trades, farming, business and 
clerkship. 
The professions suffer from over-production; 
and the alumni lists demonstrate that of the 
thousand fledgelings annually cast upon the un- 
offending earth, the greater number fall upon 
barren rock, and eke out a bare existence in sub- 
normal mediocrity. To cast your boy’s lot upon 
such a career is daring fate. 
Again, the tine of endeavor gathered under the 
comprehensive term ‘‘clerking” is the channel into 
which, by gravitation, all the offal from high 
school, college and professions drifts—it is the 
grave of all failures. Once in that grave there 
is no resurrection. Besides, the oversupply spells 
under-pay. 
Viewed under the light of advanced years, the 
producer is best anchored: the farmer and the 
mechanic. But though over 95 per cent of man- 
kind follow these avocations, few youths will vol- 
untarily select either, for their lack of “tone,” 
chiefly. Yet the substance of the nation, all the 
reality of its markets is their product. 
City youth prefers to be a broker in commodi- 
ties—a business man. Good and well; let your 
boy become a business man. But let him not for- 
get that every man must work, every avocation is 
a harness; and that every harness galls. The 
roadster envies the slow pace of the draft horses, 
the latter casts covetous eyes on the lighter load 
of the former. 
Business is like a ladder: the tyro must be- 
gin his climbing from the rung on the ground. 
A boy—or his parents—makes a mistake, if by 
“push or pull” he is allowed to begin higher up. 
There is always a dearth in capable men for the 
higher position, just because few have the moral 
courage to learn the business from the root up. 
The man who crosscuts a lot misses two important 
corners. 
If you must make a professional of your boy, let 
him specialize. Only the specialist “makes” mon- 
ey. But be wary—if your son leaves the chosen 
path he will find himself in the fields, with no 
road to any place. 
Specialization must be his slogan, even if he 
elects to enter the trades or farming and cer- 
tainly also business. 
Let those whose nest is amply feathered and the 
would-be professional continue in school until 
they have passed the voting age. Knowledge is 
a valuable asset, both for amenity and self-sat- 
isfaction. 
But if you mean to make a business man or me- 
chanic of your boy, let him be at his post early 
and bring with him a fresh mind, unfagged and 
unbent to pursuits which would distract his 
thought and energy from his life work. 
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VALUATION OF TELEPHONE ASSETS.

re On the Russians out of Galicia is 

just like chasing hogs out of a cornfield

It doesn’t 
take a military expert to understand the situation.

They could put 
Russia back in the war in sixty days if they could 
reach her over that railroad. 7 

‘*The Russians have been the great surprise of the 
war. We were told that in another two years they 


would have had an army comparable to that of the | 


Germans. As it turns out, they have only what 
they have always had—men without end. If the 
Germans had that reserve behind them this earth 
would be nothing less than their oyster. That is all 
that is going to beat the Germans in the end. They 
are the only country in the war that was prepared for 
it. They are the only country fighting that can make 
ammunition as fast as it shoots it. They say it 
takes a thousand bullets to kill a man in this war, 
and only Germany has the thousand bullets. She 
has more than that. She has had enough to bolster 
up the beaten Austrians and to arm the Turks. No 
nation in history has never equaled the prodigious 
military feats of Germany in this war. If the Ger- 
man Empire were destroyed tomorrow, it would still 
be recalled until the crack of doom as the greatest 
fighting Power of all time. It makes the Rome of 
the Caesars look feeble. After forty years of prepara- 
tion, the Germans went into this war with every- 
thing they needed but a navy as big as that of 
England. There is apparently no such thing as ex- 
hausting their supplies. They have the plants to 
make the guns and ammunition. They have 
stores without end. They have pctrol cnough to fill 
one of the Great Lakes. Only their men can give 
out. That is the peril of Germany, just as its reverse 
is the strength of Russia.’’

BEAUTY CULTURE. 


R. F. B.~To reduce hips, put on loosé 
clothing and perform this exercise be- 
fore open window: Assume erect . ie 
tion, then bend body forward at hips, 
and, without bending knees, touch floor 
with — tips.

ANXIOUS.—To soften hair: If harsh 
from ill health, whether general or from 
trouble of the scalp, one of the first 
things is to improve general health and 
treat scalp. Sometimes hair turning 
gray grows hard and wiry because los- 
ing vitality and needs extra attention, 
Shampoo monthly thoroughly but gent- 
ly, using good soap, but not applying 
it directly to hair. Once in a while 
clean with beaten egg. In all cases be 
careful not to rub hair every way on 
head, but lift from the scalp, and rinse 
till free from soap or other applica- 
tion. If it can be dried in sunshine, by 
rubbing lightly, first with a towel, then 
by running fingers through it and lift- 
ing it, and tossing locks around, that 
is best. Begin to brush from ends 
down, starting farther up each time, 
and avoid pulling, and so take any 
snaris out easily. Take a very little 
vaseline on tips of the fingers, and part- 
ing the hair in strands, massage scalp 
well, being careful not to get vaseline 
on hair. A little quinine mixed with 
vaseline and applied in a weekly mas- 
sage is a good tonic.

‘“Sleeplessness causes headaches because 
the products of fatigue which have ac- 
cumulated in the cells of the body during 
the day are not thoroughly oxidized or 
burned up and exhaled from the lungs 
or sweated out through the skin or 
passed through the kidneys in the course 
of a restiess night. If in addition to an 
irritable condition of the nerves due 
to toxins we have added some definite 
local nerve irritant, such as defective 
eyes, nasal obstruction or an aching 
tooth, the soil is prepared for a harvest 
of troublesome headaches.

disease. It ig only an old one with 

anew name. It ig not usually fatal, 
nor is it becoming more common than 
it always has been. Just. as appendici- 
tis was for years called inflammation 
of the bowels and the victims of hook- 
worm were said to be suffering from 
anemia ard malnutrition, so in ques-

We now know more accurately the 


effects of accidents upon body and 
nerves, and in all human probability a 
condition of permanent lameness is in 
the majority of cases unrecognized in- 
fantile paralysis. 

Children's bones are mercifully elas- 
tic and have perfect power of repair, 
and it is hardly too much to say that 
eight-tenths of all cripplings and weak 
backs, spinal deformities and hip jo.nt 
diseases are due to the two great in- 
fections — tuberculosis and infantile 
paralysis. 

The vast majority of cases of infan- 

tile paralysis occur in the country 
rather than the city, and children un- 
der & years of age are oftenest at- 
tacked.
